Action by Ocngress. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Tho full toxt of 
th« mesRiiíío fíont to conEcross by the prosl- 
dent ou tho iinauciul situatiou is a» fol- 
io v^s: 
To tho Sonat-« and IIouso of Roprcsouta- 
tivoa: 


In my last aunual raossaKo 1 coinmondod 
to tho serious cousicloi^atlon of the congross 
the condition of our uatioiial fiuauces» and 
in. conncctiou with the subjcct Indorsed 
tho plan of currency legislation which at 
that time scoincd to furnish protection 
«gainst impendinj? daní?or. T)iis plan has 
not been approved by tho congress. In the 
meantime the situation has so changed 
and tho emerííeney now appears so threat- 
ening that I deem it my duty to aslc at tho 
bands of tho legislative branch of tho gov- 
ernment such prompt and ciTectivo action 
AB will restore confidence in our 
financial 
sonndness and avert business disaster and 
universal distress among our people. 


Whatever may bo tho merits of tho plan 
outlinod in my annual message as a rem- 
edy for ills then existing and as a safe- 
guard against tho depletion of the gold re- 
serve then in the treasury, I am now con- 
vinced that its reception by tho conirresa 
and our present advanced stage of 
finan- 
cial perplexity nocossitato additional or 
iliffftrent legislation. 


With natural resources unlimited in va- 
riety and productivo strength, and with a 
people whose activity and enterprise .seek 
only a fair opportunity to achieve national 
success and grt^atncss, our progress should 
not bo checked by 
falso 
financial 
policy 
and a heedless disregard of sound mon- 
etary laws, nor should the timidity and 
fear which they engender stand in tho way 
of our prosi>erity. 


It is hardly disputed that this predica- 
ment confronts us today, 
Thcivfore, no 
one in any degree responsible for the mak- 
ing and execution of our laws should full 
to see a patriotic duty in honestly and sin- 
cerely attempting to relievo tho situation. 
Manifestly, this effort will not succeed un- 
less Itla made untrammnlod by tlie pveju- 
dico of partisanship and with a steadfast I 
determination to resist tho temptation to 
accomplish party advantage. 
. We may t 
well remember that if we aro throatoned 
with financial difliculties all our people in 
every station of Ufo aro concerned; and 
surely those who suffer will not receivo 
the promotion of party interests as an ex- ' 
cuse for permitting our present troubles 
to advance to a disastrous conclusion, 
i Tho real trouble which confronts us con- 
sists in a lack of confidence widespread 
and constantly increasing in tho contin- 
uing ability or dIs])03ition of tlio govern- 
ment to pay its obligations in gold. 
This 
lack of confidonco grows to some extent 
out of tho palpublo and apparent embar- 
rassment attending tho olXorc of tho gov- 
ernment under existing laws to procuro 
feold, and to a greater extent out of the 
impossibility of cither keeping it in tha 
treasury or canccling obligations by its ex- 
penditure after ;.t is obtained. 


The only way lol't opoji to tho govern- 
ment for procuring gold is ny tho ¡s.-huo 
and salo oiits bonds. The only bonds that 
can bo so issued were authovixed nearly 
twenty-five years ago, and are not well 
calculated to meet our present needs. 
Among other dlfiiidvaGtagi\s 
tJiey 
aro 
made payable in coin instead uf spi'dfically 
in gold, wiiich, in oxisting conditions, do- 
tracts largely in an increasing ratio from 
their desimbility as inve.stmi-nts. 
It is by 
no means certain that bonds of this do- 
script!on can much longer bo disposed of 
at a pricocreilitnblc to tho financial char- 
acter of our government. 
Tho most dan- 
gerous and irritating feature of tlio oituiv- 
tion, howover, remains to bo muntionod. 
It is found in tho mcans^ by which the 
treasury ia dospoilod of the'gold thus ob- 
tained without cancelling a singlo govern' 
ment obligation and solely for tho benefit 
of thoso \fho find profit in shipping it 
abroiul or whoso foar« Induce llioni to hoard 
it at homo. 


Wo havo outstanding about $500,000,000 
of currency notes of tho government for 
which gold may bo demanded, and, curi- 
ously enough, tho law requires that whou 
presonted and, in fact, redeoined—paid in 
gold—they shall bo roissuod. 
Thus tho 
samo notes may do duty many times in 
drawing gold from tho treasury, nor can 
the process bo arrested so long as private 
parties, for profit or othorwiso, see an ad- 
vantage in repeating tlio operation. Moro I 
thiin fíWü.üüU.üüO iu thoso notus havo al- 
ready been redeemed in gold, and, not- 
Withstanding such redemption, thoy aro 
all still outstanding, 
tíinco 
Jan. 17, 1BÜ4, 
our bonded interest bearing debt has buou 
increased 
for tJie purpose of 


obtaining gold to replenish our coin re- 
servo. 
Two issues Were made amounting 
to 150.000,000 each—ono in January and 
the other in November. 
As a result of tho 
first issue there wero realized bojnething 
moro thí^n 5;5tí,()Oü,UlK) in gold. 
Between 
that issue and tho Bucceeding ono in No- 
vembor, comprising a ¡jerJod of about ten 
months, 
in gold wero drawn 


from the treasury. 
Tiiis made tiio second 
Jssuo necessary, and upon that moro than 
faó.OOO.UJü in gold wero again roaliaed Ho- 
twoen the dato of tins .souond ibsuoerndthe 
present time, covoring a period of only 
about two mouths, moro than $üy,üüO,uuO 
in gold liavo boon drawn from tho treas- 
ury, 
Thoio largo sums of gold wero ex- 
ponded WJthout auy cancellation of gov- 
©rxjiiient o.uUgíitioUü or in xuy pernumont. 
A" 


way benoflting our peopio or Improving 
our pecuniary situation, v 


Tho fiuan ial oronfcs of tho past) year 
sugarests facts and conditiojis which should 
certainly arrest attention. 
, More than ?ir;,\000,000 in gold havo been 
drawn out of the troniuiry during tho year 
for tho purpose of shipment abroad or 
hoarding at homo. 


While nearly 5103,000.000 of this amount 
wore drawn out during tho first ton months 
of tho ypar, a sum aggregating more than 
two thii\ls of that amount, boing about 
$fi9,000,u00, was drawn out during tho fol- 
lowing two months, 
thus indicating a 
marked acceleration of tho depleting pro- 
cess with tho lapiio of timo. 


Tho obligations upon which this gold 
has been drawn from tho treasury aro still 
outstanding, and are availal)le for use in 
repeating tho exhausting operation with 
shorter Intervals as our perplexities ac- 
cumulate. 


Conditions aro certainly 
supervening 
tending to make tho bonds which may bo 
issued to replenish our gold loss useful for 
that purpose. 


An adequate gold reserve is in all cir- 
cumstances absolutely essential to tho up- 
lioiaing or our public crcdit and to u.o 
maintenance of our high national char- 
iV3tor. 


Our gold i^eserve has again reached such 
a stage of diminution as to require its 
speedy reinforcic-mont. 


Tho aggravations that musf inevitably 
foUow present conditions and methods 
will certainly lead to misfortuuo and loss, 
not only to our national credit and pros- 
perity and to 
financial 
enterprise, but to 
thoso of our people who seek employment 
as a means of livelihood and to thoso 
whoso only capital is their daily labor. 


It will hardly do to say that a simple in- 
croiiso of revoiuio will cure our troubles. 
Tho appi'chonsion now existing and con- 
stantly increasing as to 
our 
financial 
ability does not roiib upon a calculation of 
our revenue. -Tho timo has passed when 
tho eyes of investors abroad and our peo- 
ple at home W(;re fixed ux^on tlie revenues 
of the government. 


Changed conditions havo attracted their 
attention to the gold of the government. 
There need bn no fear that wo cannot pay 
our current expenses with such money aa 
wo havo. 
There is novf in tho troasuiy a 
comfortable su^'plus Qf more tiian Si)B.0i")0,- 
000; but it is not in g.)ld and, uherufore, 
does not meet oin* diiilculty. 


I cannot seo that difieronces of opinion 
concerning tho extent to which 
silver 
ought to bo coined or used in our currency 
should intorfero with the counsels of thoso 
whoso duty it is to re -tify evils now ap- 
parent in our financial situation. 
They 
havo to consider the question of national 
credit and tho consequenees that will fol- 
low from its coliap-i','. 
Wimtever ideas 
may bo insisted upon as to silver or bimet- 
alism, a proper solution of tho question 
now pressing upon us only requires a 
recognition of gold as well as silver and a 
concession of its imjiortanco, rightfully or 
wrongfully acquired, as a basis of na- 
tional credit, a necessity in tho honorable 
discharge of our obligations payable in 
gold and a badge of solvency. J do not un- 
derstaml that the real friends of*8ilver do- 
siro a condition that might follow inaction 
or neglect to appree i'. tho meaning of 
tJie present exigency if it slioukl result in 
tho entire banirtiimont of gold from our 
financial and currency arrangoments, 


Besides tho treasury notes, which cer- 
tainly should be paid in (Told, amounting 
to nearly i5iJ!),0;iO,OUO, th re will fall duo 
in h m ?ilUJ.Ot)0,OJO of b-mds issued during 
tho last year, for which 
havo received 
gold, and in J9iJ7nearlv '"'>jO,OOU,000 of 4 piir 
cent, bonds issued in 1^77. Shall the pay- 
ment of thost» obligations in gold bo ro- 
pudiated? 
If they aro to bo paid in sueh a 
manner as thu pre?iorvatiun of our national 
honor and national solvency demands, wo 
should not diisti'oy, or even imperil, our 
ability to supply ourselvob with gold for 
that purpose. 
While I am not unfriendly 
to silver, and whilo I deairo to boo it recog- 
nized to such an oxt"nt as is consistent 
with financial safoty and tho preservation 
of national honor and credit, I am not 
willing to seo goJd entirely banijihcd from 
our currency and finances. To avert such 
a consoqucnco 1 bolievo tJioroughand radi- 
cal remedial legislation shoul<J bo promptly 
passed, 
I, l.horeforo, bog tiio cojigross to 
give tho sul)ject immodlato attention. 


In my opinion tJio secnjtary of tho treas- 
ury should bo autborizod to issue bonds of 
tho government for tlie purposo of procur- 
ing and maintaining a suiiicient gold ro- 
Borve ond tho redemption and cancellation 
of tho United »States legal tender notes and 
tho treasury notes isbued for tho pm'ohaso 
of silver under tho law of July 14, Ib'JO. 
Wo should bo roliovod from tho huiniliat- 
ing proceiis of Issuing bonds to procure 
gold to ])u immediately 
and repeatedly 
drawn out on thes'j obligations for pur- 
posoji not related to tho bdaeiit of our gov- 
ernment or our people 
TJio principal 
and tho interest of buuds should bo pay- 
able on tiiolr face in gold, because tJioy 
Biiould bo sold only f o r / o l d or its repre- 
Bontativo, aud b-oausu tnero -^vould now 
probably bo dillio. Uy in favorably dispos- 
ing of bundb not containing this stipula- 
tion. 
IeUvr.?ostth<tt ihe btmds bo itisued 
in denominattoua of -V; > and 
and their 
multiples, andtJeic th-v beivr interest at a 
ralo nut oxet lin^ Vj p^r eont, per annum, I 
do not soo u'jy tJie;. hhuuid not bo pay- 
able fifty years from tlieir dato.

Natiimal banks 
ohould not bo allowed to take out circu- 
lating n<itos of a less denomination than 
$10, and whou such as are now outstand- 
ing voaeh tho treasury, oxcopt for rodomp- 
titm and retirement, tbeyshviuUi bo can- 
celled and notes of tho denomination of 
^iO and upwards issued in their Ptoad. Sil- 
ver coi'titieatcs of the denomination of $10 
and up\vards should bo replaced by cer- 
tificates of donominations under SIO. 


As a constant meiuis for tho maintenance 
of a reasonable supply of gi)ld in the treas- 
ury our duties on imports should bo paid 
in gold, allowing all other duos to tho 
government to bo paid iu any other form 
of innney. 


I bol ievo all tho provisions I havo sug- 
gested should bo omboditHl in our laws if 
wo aro to enjoy a completo reinstatoment 
of a sound financial (condition. 


They need not interfere with any cur- 
rency scheme providing for tho incxvaso of 
tho 
circulating 
medium 
through tho 
agoncy of national or state banks, since 
they can easily be adjusted to sue!i a 
scheme. 
Obj<>eti()n has been made to the 
issuance of interest bearingobligations for 
tho purpose of retiring tho non interest 
bearing legal tender notes. 
In point of 
fact, however, thc.so notes have burdened 
us with a largo load of interest, and it is 
still accumulating. 
Tho aggregate inter- 
est on tho original issuo of bonds, the pro- 
ceeds of which in gold constituted tho re- 
serve for the payment of thoso notos, 
amounted to $7u,a:¿ü.rJ5n on Jan. 1, 18i)5, 
and tho annual charge for interest ou these 
bonds and thoso issued for the same pur- 
pose during tho last year will be 89,145,000, 
dating from Jan. 1, 1895. 


Whilo the cancellation of thoso notos 
would not roliovo us from tho obligations 
already incurred on their account, these 
figures 
aro given by way of suggesting 
that thoir existence has not been free from 
interest charges, and that the longer they 
are outstanding, judging from tho oxpor- 
ienco of the last year, the moro oxponsivo 
thoy will become. 


In conclusion, I desire to frankly con- 
fess my roluctauce to issuo moro bunds in 
present circumstancos and with no bettor 
results than have lately followed that 
course. 
1 cannot, howover, refrain from 
adding to an assurance of my anxiety to 
co-operate with the present congress In any 
reasonable meüsiu'c of relief.

Fatal Railroad Accident on tho Vandalia, 
Mear Coateuviilo, Ind. 


Indianapolis, Jan. Sy.—A most terrible 
wreck, causing loss of life and maimed 
limbs, occurred at Coatesvillo yesterday 
afternoon. 
Vandalia train No. 3, duo in 
this city at 
was wrecked by tho 


spreading of the rails. 
Two persons woro 
killed almost instantly and tiiirty or forty 
injuml, four or five seriously. 


Tho train was running at full speed.

had just passed tho tov/n of Coatesvillo, 
twenty-eight niiles from here, and was 
rounding a curvo when the tiuu^ks spread. 
Tho private car of Presitlent l i . W. Mc- 
Keon, which was alMi-b<Ml to tho train, 
jumped thB tracks. 
This was followed by 
tho parlor car and then the ladies' car, 
tho two rear cars 
oingdowii tUe »Mibank- 
ment ten feet before tho train could bo 
ßtop3)ed. 
Thi'smokc-r left the trai^kb, but 
did not go over. 
The two rear f..rseaîigîit 
fire, but weiß oxtinguishod vnthout dam- 
age. 


A man died soon after being taken from 
tho car.

Parsons, from Japan, my boy 
Matsuba, who had plenty of 
sparo time for investigating the neigh- 
borhood while waitine: to carry home 
my umbrella and things, came and 
told me that there was a wrestling 
match at a small temple about a mile 
I packed up at once and we 
walked over there, for I was verv anx- 
ious to see what kind of a sport it was. 
This was a tournament, and all the 
professional wrestlers of the neigh- 
borhood, and many youths anxious to 
distinguish themselves, had collected 
to take part in it. 
They were divided 
into three claspos. 
The masters of 
the art were all past their first youth; 
not enormously stout, as they are of- 
ten represented in drawings and carv- 
ing, but fine athletic men, taller than 
the average of Japanese, 
They wore 
thier hair in the ancient style, shaved 
away from the center of tho head, and 
that from the back and side made into 
a queue, turned up and knotted with 
string on tho top of tho poll; they had 
no clothes except a loin cloth and an 
embroidered 
apron. 
In 
the 
sec- 
ond 
class 
were 
men 
who 
had 
won but 
few 
prizes; 
they 
were 
not all m the professional get-up, and 
some of them were evidently laboring 
men with a taste for sport. The third 
class was composed of youths, none 
of thom more than nineteen or twenty 
years old. 
The contests took place in 
the temple courtyard on a circular 
bed of sand, under a roof supported 
by, wooden pillars, but not enclosed 
at tho sides; round the edge of this 
raised circle there was laid a straw 
rope, and the man won who could 
either fairly throw his opponent or 
force him across the rope without be- 
ing dragged over himself. 
The pro- 
ceedings were conducted by a Shinto 
priest in full dress, wide trousers and 
a coat sticking out from the shoulders 
like that of a modern youhg lady, who 
with a peculiar shaped fan gave the 
signal to begin and to stop. 
For tho 
highest class this umpire was a vener- 
able old gentleman; for the others the 
place was taken by young priests who 
needed to learn this part of the busi- 
ness. 
The wrestlers came on in pairff 
as their names were called, and after 
a great deal of marching round, stamp- 
ing, rubbing their limbs, making ges- 
tures of defiance, and so on, they 
squatted opposite each other. 
When 
the 
signal 
was 
given 
to 
begin 
they 
rested 
their 
fingers 
on tho 
ground 
between their knees, ' and 
leaned toward cach other till their 
foreheads touched, sometimes waiting 
several minutes before attempting to 
make any grijj. 
If the grip seemed 
unfair or unsatisfactory to one of tho 
opponents, he immediately put down 
his hands, the priest /^topped the bout, 
and all the preliminary business had 
to be gone through again, but if it 
seemed all right the ratiuggle began, 
and sometimes lasted for five min- 
utes, each man straining every mus- 
clc in a splendid way, and using all 
the science and cunning ho knew. 
If 
it lasted too long without either man 
gaining any advantage, the priest sig- 
nalled to them to stop, and they had 
to wait till their turn came round 
again. 
Everything was conducted in 
the most ceremonious and orderly 
manner, and there was no drunken- 
ness or rowdyism, although the multi- 
tude who had assembled were of the 
poorest class. 
The most fashionable 
wrestling-matches are held in Tokyo 
in spring and autumn, and the cham- 
pion is as much a popular favorite as 
a famous torero in Spain, or a well- 
known prize lighter in England and

Yawning as a Reiueily. 


Yawning, though contrary to the 
canons of good society, is undoubt- 
edly very beneficial to the individual. 
Muscles arc brought into play during 
a good yawn which otherwise would 
never obtain any exercise at all, and 
its value as a sort of natural massage 
is considerable. 
The muscles which 
move the lower jaw and the breathing 
muscles of the chest are the first ones 
used during the process of gaping, 
then the tongue is rounded and arched, 
the i^alate tightly stretched, and the 
uvula raised. 
The eyes generally close 
tightly towards the termination of the 
yawn, the ears are raised slightly and 
the nostrils 'dilated. 
Tho crack some- 
times hoard in the ear proves that the 
aural membranes are also stretched 
and exercised, something impossible 
by any'process but a yawn. 
It has 
recently been recommended by some 
doctors 
that 
suiferers from nasal 
catarrh should make a practice of 
yawning six or seven times a day and 
good results will follow. 
It is also 
considered valuable in inflammation 
of the palate, sore throat and earache. 
New York Herald. 


In Cases ol Croup. 


A standard medical authority says 
that the first thing to do for the child 
IS to put his feet into as hot mustard 
v/ater as he can bear, and be sure that 
the room is very warm. 
If jjossible, 
put him into a hot bath, and then 
quickly drying him, put him in bed 
between blankets. 
Even before jjut- 
ting him in bed give him sirup of ipe- 
cac in 
teaspoonful doses until he 
vomits. 
For 
external applications 
take two tablespoonfuls of turpentine, 
and four tablespoonfuls of goose oil, 
or sweet oil, or lard oil, mix well, and 
rub thoroughly on the outside of the 
throat. 
»Saturate a flannel and lay it 
over the chest and throat. Hut bricks, 
or bottles filled with hot water, should 
be placed at the child's feet and at 
the sides of his body to induce per- 
spiration. 
Keep them carefully cov- 
ered, 
After the vomiting the bowels 
must be kept 
open 
with sirup of 
squills. 
The Dest drink for the child 
is slippery-elm water. Give plenty of 
nouritthmeut to ket^p up the i^trenirth.

He finally persuades his 
victims to either purchase worthless 
glasses at exorbitant prices, or else 
performs a pretended operation upon 
the eye for the trouble complained of, 
ior which he collects a good sum of 
money in advance. 


Mew Form of Lottery. 


According to a dispatch from Wash- 
ington, 
Assistant 
Attorney General 
Thomas, of the postoffice department, 
has made some important rulings gov 
erning offenses ol a lottery nature. 
In connection with newspaper notices 
the department rules that it is imma- 
terial whether the result of a lottery 
drawing is published as news, without 
pay, or as an advertisement, with pay. 
Newspapers containing the result of 
the awarding of such prizes are non 
mailable. 
The only exceptions made 
are in the cases of newspapers publish- 
ing such matter in order to expose the 
concerns and crush 
or cripple their 
business, a policy which is held to be 
in line with the spirit of the law. 


The department also decided that 
the awarding of a prize to the person 
guessing the nearest number of seeds 
in a watermelon would be a lottery, 
though the guessing of weight of a 
melon would-not constitute a lottery 
il the guess were made after the melon 
had been lifted. 
A prize to one guess 
ing nearest the number of beans in a 
clear glass bottle set in plain view is 
also held as a lottery. 


Murder 
Will Out. 


Robert Schall, of York City, was 
arrested on Monday, and 
committed 
to the county jaii for the muider of 
Richard 
Jordan, who, on November 
28, 1S93, was shot in the back of the 
head at his home on North George 
street, in York„ 


A reward of S800 was offered for 
the murderer, but the affair remained 
enshrouded in mystery until Schall, it 
is alleged, trusted his secret to a wo 
man, who betrayed him to detectives. 
Schall is about 40 years of age, and a 
carpenter by tratie. 
The woman who 
gave the first intimation leading to the 
arrest of Schall is Mrs. Naomi Mend- 
inghall, who is now in the York jail, 
having been sentenced 
last week to 
one year's imprisonment for keeping 
a bawdy house. 
Schall is said to have 
been very intimate with this woman at 
the time the murder was committed.

Juilgo Swopo then made a brief address 
in which he said, in ciTect, that it would 
bo entirely proper for him to give assist- 
ance to the people that the oiliccs of the 
court -would receive faithful scrvicc, that 
he aslced for patient forbearance of the 
people of this county; that the responsi- 
bilities and duties were new to the court 
but that what mistakes would bo made, 
would bo mistakes of the head, not of the 
heart; that neither politics, religion,.par- 
ty or color shall have influence m the ad- 
ministration of justice—all men shall bo 
treated alike» that the court will conduct 
itself in such a way that it may deserve 
tlichigh futuro reward for faithful ser- 
vice. 


Relative to the granting of liceuses 
Judge Swope said that the action of the 
court in such matters must bo judicial, 
under the law, not arbitrary, that the 
court could not alter the law but must 
decide under it as it is.

Don't I catch it? No; not over- 
much, anyhow. 
For one thing we

then, having thanked them for waking 
me, I made for the siding, where my 
mineral train was waiting for me. 


"Yoa look tired this morning, Mr. 
Corner," said thcbrakeman as soon as 
we started on our somewhat slow and 
wearisome journey.

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MODEL STATE FOR ROADS. 


A NETWOP.K 
OF 
MTAO-NTFTCEITT 
HIGHWAYS IN NEW JEBSET. 


The liejcifllatlon Which'Has Accom- 
plished This—The Conimonwcaltli 
Aids tho Ltocal Authorities. 


DWARD BURROUGHSr the 
New Jersey State Commis- 
sioner of Public Roads, said, 
recently, that some additional 
legislation will l3e attempted in tho in- 
terest of good roads, and that in the 
future good roads will bo an import-^ 
ant factor in politics. 


New Jersey was the iirst State, the 
Commissioner says, to enact laws for a 
permanent system of 
roadways, in 
which tho State came to the aid ol 
municipalities by a State fund to assist 
in building good roads. Sixteen other 
States have within the last three years 
attempted to aid in the building of 
good roads» but New Jersey alone has 
laws that can be carried into practical 
use. 


Five or six years ago New Jersey 
had a patchwork road system, as Es- 
sex, Union and Passaic Counties had 
special road laws aud the other ISil 
townships in tho State had different 
systems of working roads, and often 
live or six systems in each township. 
The first law passed to amend tho sys- 
tem of road working in the State was 
to enable townships to issue bonds to 
mo/cadamize or telford roads. ' The 
next law abolished the old system of 
overseers, whose confrol of the work- 
ing of the roads was absolute, and 
placed such power back in the hands 
of tbe people. 
These two laws give 
into the hands of the inhabitants of 
the townships the working, care and 
control of all the roads in such town- 
ships. 


The first year's State aid to roads 
amounted to $20,000 ; second,$75,000 ; 
third, S70,000, and this year the same 
sum. 
Under tho State aid act, tho 
owners of the lands alouii the roads 
improved pay ten per cent, of the 
cost, the State 33J- per cent., and the 
county the balance, ofij per cent., 
which, under the 
decisions of the 
courts, the Board of Freeholders ox 
the county in which the roads are 
built shall raise by county tax or 
bonds. 


These three laws are the basis of all 
good roads legislation of New Jersey, 
and these have worked all tho im- 
proved roads in the rural districts. 
Mr. Burroughs said that the roads on 
the South Sea Islands are as good as 
any in tho world, and are worthy 
models for other people to follow. 


The cost of building roads has been 
greatly reduced within three years, as 
the width of the country roadways 
first laid was not less than sixteen 
feet, now twelve feet wide, stoned ten 
to twelve inches depth. Another style 
of road for heavy travel is only ten 
feet wide, stoned ten to twelve inches 
in depth, with grass wings on the sides. 
Such a roadway has been in use 
three years, and is in good order, even 
where loads of five tons are transiDort- 
ed over it. 
On roads where there is 
no heavy travel the width may be only 
• eight feet,stoned ten to twelve inches, 
with wings two feet on cach side, 
stoned six inches. 
It has been ascer- 
tained that the cost of a telford road 
is no more than a macadam, though 
nt first contractors charged from ten 
to twelve cents more per square yard 
for telford. 


In Camden County, in 1893, it cost 
$1,15 to lay a square yard of twelve- 
inch stone road, but in 1894 the cost 
of the same was only seventy-nine 
cents. 
For six-inch stone roads, in 
Camden Countj, in 
1893, 
i fc was 
eighty cents; 
in 1894, 
forty-two 
cents, 
and in 
Gloucester 
County 
thirty-nine cents a square yard. 
This 
reduction in tho cost would make it 
possible to have stone roads in many 
sections where before they could not 
be had. 
Yet, in justice to eoino 
portions of the State, Mr. Burroughs 
thinks the present laws should be 
amended so as to allow hard materials, 
other than stone to be employed in 
road improvement. 
He also believes 
that in tho future, say fifteen or 
twenty years, National assistance will 
be given as well as State,—New York 
Times.
